Investment from bill 
to be discussed here 
State Treasurer James I. Spainhower is to 
be in Sikeston, Tuesday, to promote ap­ 
proval of a bill authorizing the treasurer to 
establish an investment pool for funds 
deposited by local governmental units. 
Spainhower is to be at the Holiday Inn, at 
2:30 p.m., to discuss this and other topics 
with area reporters. 
The proposed amendment, which is 
known as Senate Joint Resolution 19, will be 
presented on the statewide ballot in the 
November, 1978, general election. Over­ 
whelming approval was given the measure 
earlier this year after it was introduced in 
the State Legislature. 
Provisions of the proposed amendment 
would authorise the Office of State 
Treasurer to create an investment pool for 
hinds deposited by local governmental 
units. Such units would include city and 
county governments, road, water, sewer, 
hospital, school and fire protection districts. 
Senate Joint Resolution 19 was introduced 
in the State Legislature at the request of 
Spainhower, who had studied the success of 
local investment pools authorized in other 
Aging agency funds 
now available in area

Welfare change requires 
aid recipients to work 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
Finance Committee agreed today to require 
that the federal minimum wage be paid 
under state programs designed to force 
welfare recipients to earn their benefits. 


In approving the “ workfare” provision 
Thursday on an 8-3 vote, the committee had 
agreed to allow either the local prevailing 
wage or the state minimum wage, 
whichever is higher. 


But Sen. Russell B. Long, DLa., chairman 
of the panel, proposed today that the federal 
minimum wage be paid. 
Sen. Carl T. Curtis, RNeb., objected, 
contending that state officials who operate 
the welfare job programs are not inhuman. 


“Well, I don’t like to be called inhuman 
myself,” Long replied, and the committee 
approved his proposed change. 
The committee approved the workfare or 
“work-off” project as part of a package of 
changes in the welfare laws. 
Under that proposal, state or local 
welfare officials would be allowed to 
require adults receiving aid under the huge 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
program to pay for their benefits by 
working at a variety of jobs. These could 
range from cleaning up parks and public 
facilities to helping in public child-care 
centers. 
All such jobs would have to meet health 
and safety standards, the provision says, 


and would have to serve a useful purpose. 
Localities could not use welfare recipients 
in, jobs that would displace other workers 
doing jobs at normal wages, according to 
the welfare provision. 
The AFDC program provides money to 
support mothers and, in some cases, 
unemployed fathers, of dependent children. 
Backers of the “ work off" proposal 
estimate there could be as many as two 
million recipient adults who could be put to 
work by the provision if every state were to 
adopt it. 
Backers of the proposal say the idea of the 
plan is to get welfare recipients into the 
habit of working. 
But the provision was sharply criticized 


by welfare organizations and is opposed by 
the Carter administration, which blocked 
an effort to tie the package to a measure 
aimed at bailing out the financially troubled 
Social Security system. 
Leonard Lesser of the Center for Com­ 
munity Change said welfare recipients 
shouldn’t be forced to take such jobs. 


“Just because they happen to be poor, 
they shouldn’t be treated like second-class 
citizens. They should be given jobs at the 
same wage as anyone else, ” he said. 
The administration opposes the provision 
partly because of fears the jobs offered to 
AFDC recipients would be of little lasting 
value and because the plan contains no 
provisions for meaningful job training.

Congressional approval granted 
for production of neutron bomb 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress is 
giving 
President 
Carter approval 
to 
produce the neutron bomb, a new atomic 
weapon that opponents fear will greatly 
increase the risk of allout nuclear war. 
The House of Representatives on Thur­ 
sday approved an authorization Mil to 
enable the President to spend money for the 
neutron bomb if he chooses to do so. The 
Senate previously approved a similar bill. 
The neutron bomb is a small warhead that 
would be placed on Lance missiles and 
artillery shells. It produces twice the deadly 
radiation of a conventional nuclear bomb 
but less than a tenth as much explosive 
power, heat and fallout. This means the 
bomb can kill people while causing little 
damage to buildings. 


The warhead is designed to replace the 
approximately 7,000 nuclear warheads now 
deployed in Europe 
Carter has not announced whether he 
intends to approve production of the con­ 
troversial weapon, but he did ask for the 
authorization that both houses have now 
granted. 
The key House vote came on an amen­ 
dment by Rep. Ted Weiss, D-fN.Y The 
amendment would have blocked Energy 
Research and Development Administration 
money from being used for the neutron 
bomb. But the amendment was defeated 297 
to 109. 
Weiss and his supporters said the neutron 
bomb would “lower the threshold" to 
nuclear war. They said military leaders 


might feel less inhibited about using the 
neutron bomb since it has less destructive 
power than large-scale nuclear weapons. 
That could make it easier to introduce 
nuclear weapons into an altercation that 
could touch off a nuclear holocaust, oppo­ 
nents said. 
“ I am frightened to death of this 
weapon, said Rep. Ron Dellums, D+Calif. 
"Once you start down the road to a nuclear 
war, there is no turning back. Once we 
make nuclear war thinkable, we make it 
possible, and once we make it possible we 
make it inevitable." 
But supporters of the weapon said the 
neutron bomb is preferable to conventional 
nuclear weapons since it is less destructive 
to property. 
Doctors talk of cancer ‘cure’ 


NEW YORK (AP) — Cancer specialists 
say major progress in treating forms of 
leukemia with a combination of drugs has 
“ solidified” the concept that other forms of 
cancer can be cured with chemicals. 


The term “ cure” was used repeatedly by 
researchers on Thursday at a National 
Conference on the Lymphomas and the 
Leukemias as they discussed results in both 
childhood and adult leukemias (blood 
cancer), and Hodgkin’s Disease, a cancer of 
the lymph system. 


Most of the credit is given to using 
combinations of drugs, a technique begun 
about 10 years ago. 
Results since then “ have solidified the 
concept we can cure cancers with 
chemicals,” said Dr. Vincent J. De Vita, Jr. 


director of the Division of Cancer Treat­ 
ment of the National Cancer Institute. The 
Institute and American Cancer Society are 
sponsoring the conference. 


“Now we have the tools" to apply similar 
techniques to more common cancers, such 
as the breast and colon, Dr. De Vita said. 


He said it is too early to tell if drugs plus 
surgery will have the same beneficial 
impact on breast cancers. 
"Believers in drugs have used the word 
cured. We are using it more often now. 
Some people are living as long as those who 
had no cancer,” Dr. De Vita said. 
When former leukemia patients live long 
enough to have their own families and 
normal lives, “ it is splitting hairs not to call 
them cured,” said Dr. David J. Gallon of 


the Royal Postgraduate Medical School, 
London, 
England. 
“ We are 
possibly 
beginning to see the same upswing in other 
forms of cancer. ” 
Thirty years ago, the average survival 
rate for children with acute lymphocytic 
leukemia (ALL) was only two months. Now, 
for 50 per cent it is five years, with many 
living and well far longer, said Dr. Emil 
Frei III of the Sidney Farber Cancer 
Institute, Boston. 
Dr. Joseph V. Simone of Stanford 
University and Dr. Donald Pinkel of 
Milwaukee Children’s Hospital told of a 
group of more than 100 children with ALL 
who are in remissions, apparently well, 
three to 10 years after drug treatment was 
stopped. “ I think they are fairly safe now,” 
Dr Simone said. 
Filibuster threatens debt bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
deadlock 
over natural gas prices is 
threatening to block action on a crucial debt 
ceiling measure, leaving the government 
without the authority to borrow money and 
pay its bills. 
Leaders of a filibuster aimed at stopping 
efforts to lift federal price controls on 
natural gas switched tactics Thursday and 
took aim at the debt ceiling bill in an effort 
to force a Senate vote on a gas-pricing com­ 
promise. 
The Senate scheduled continued debate on 
deregula tion today. 
The new development came shortly 
before the Senate adjourned late Thursday 
night after efforts to reach agreement on 
the natural gas legislation fell through. 
One of the leaders of the filibuster, Sen. 
James Abourezk, D+S.D., objected when 


Senate Majority Leader Robert C. Byrd 
asked to temporarily set aside the energy 
bill for a vote on the debt ceiling legislation. 
If the debt ceiling bill is not passed by 
Saturday morning, the beginning of the new 
fiscal year, the government will lose its 
authority to borrow money to pay its bills. 
But terms under which the Senate is 
debating the gas bill prohibit interruptions 
for action on any other legislation without 
unanimous consent. 
Abourezk acknowledged that in refusing 
to approve a temporary delay in debate his 
action had the effect of holding the debt 
ceiling bill hostage to the natural gas 
legislation. 
“We won’t let it come up. It’s a form of 
leverage,” Abourezk said. 
And he said he plans to continue to block a 
vote on the debt ceiling unless the Senate 


dumps the proposal to free natural gas 
prices from federal control in favor of a 
compromise proposed by Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D+Wash. The compromise has 
the support of the Democratic leadership. 
Jackson’s proposal would allow gas 
prices to rise more than President Carter 
wants but it would not remove price con­ 
trols 
as 
Republicans 
and 
oilstate 
Democrats advocate. 
Sen. Howard H. Metzenbaum, D+Ohio, 
who had joined Abourezk in waging the 
filibuster against the gas deregulation ef­ 
fort, supported Abourezk’8 move to hold the 
debt ceiling bill hostage. 
The House voted on Wednesday to set a 
debt ceiling of $773 billion through next 
September and the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee approved the figure of $754 billion 
through next April 30. 


Efforts to reach agreement on a natural 
gas compromise collapsed Thursday in a 
parliamentary tangle, leaving the Senate 
almost as deeply divided over this portion of 
the President’s energy program as whan 
debate began nearly two weeks ago. 
Despite Carter’s exhortation Thursday in 
a nationally televised news conference that 
inaction invites crisis, the Senate is stymied 
by the two competing proposals. Support 
appears to be almost evenly divided bet­ 
ween Die two plans and those on both sides 
were chasing after the votes of wavering 
senators. 


Byrd spent the day shuttling between

WASHINGTON - This is 
another report on the pri­ 
vate world of Anaataaio 
Socnoaa, the vainglorious 
dictator who runs Nicara­ 
gua like a private estate. 
We have dubbed him tha 
Idi Amin of Latin America. 
Somoia is caught up in 
the vision of his own gran­ 
deur. He is a tin-medal 
tyrant of unmilitary bear­ 
ing, who loves to dress like 
a military peacock and 
adorn himself with sashes 
and medals. 
He is not aa heroic, how­ 
ever, as the medals would 
attest. He prefers to speak 
to his subjects, for exam­ 
ple, from the safety of a 
bulletproof booth inside a 
three-aided, steel-plated 
shed, surrounded by a 
fence. The bulletproof 
glass grossly distorts his 
owlish, ogling face. 
In the tradition of his 
dictator father, Somoza 
uses his power to bleed his 
people. This massive 
transfusion has enriched 
his own bloodstream; he 
has amassed a personal 
fortune that runs into the 
hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars. 
He uses the political ma­ 
chinery to keep his people 
In line. No one, for exam­ 
ple, la permitted to hold a 
government Job unless he 
is a member of Somoca's 
political party, the Nation­ 
alist Liberal Party. 
Aa evidence of their po­ 
litical allegiance, party 
members carry a member­ 
ship card widely known as 


*Ls Rosadita," or the little 
pink card. The more irre­ 
verent call It *La Magnifi­ 
es,* after the prayer card 
which Catholics carry as 
protection from unknown 
dangers. 
La Roaadita Is the key to 
government employment. 
Ministers and managers, 
truck drivers and garbage 
collectors alike must pro­ 
duce their little pink card 
before they are put on the 
government payroll. 
Under the Somoza sys­ 
tem, the obligations of a 
public servant are unique. 
They are expected in addi­ 
tion to their governmental 
duties to attend Somoza's 
parades and speeches and 
to hail their chief with 
compulsory cheers. In the 
past, they were actually 
required to report to their 
places of employment and 
punch time clocks before a 
parade. Then they were 
bused or trucked like cattle 
to the appointed location. 
Government employees 
must also kick back part of 
their pay to finance the 
party. Each payday, five 
percent of their gross sal­ 
ary is automatically 
deducted from their pay­ 
checks for party dues. The 
money is used to pay for 
rallies, parties and any­ 
thing else Somoza chooses 
to charge to the party. 
A decade ago, while 
Somoca's brother Luis was 
president, the government 
was reorganised into a sys­ 
tem strikingly similar to 
the communist system the 


Somozas denounce. 
dreds of 'cantons* 
created at the local level, 
giving the Somozas a 
tighter grip on the popu- 
l ace down to the 
grassroots. 
The canton leaders are 
expected to know everyone 
in their jurisdictions. Al­ 
most all government ser­ 
vices - roads, schools, per­ 
mits, licenses - are admin­ 
istered through the 
cantons. Thus it is im­ 
pressed upon the peasants 
that if they expected to live 
a trouble-free life, they 
must jump when the gov­ 
ernment so orders. 
So today, when Somoza 
needs a large crowd to 
cheer him, he merely 
paaaes the word and tha 
local leader rounds up the 
required number of bodies. 
As an inducement, Somoza 
turns on the party money 
valve and a flow of cash 
trickles down to the can­ 
tons. 
The canton leaders, of 
course, help themselves to 
the biggest share. But all 
the way down the line, the 
other organizers take their 
cuts. There is little left for 
the peasants who pour out 
of the buses. Usually, each 
peasant is presented with a 
little banner to wave and a 
glass of *guaro* — rotirut 
liquor produced by the gov­ 
ernment - to wash away 
his doubts and ease his 
burdens. 
Some readers may ask 
why we would spend five 
months investigating an 
obscure dictator of no con­ 
sequence beyond his own 
borders. In recent years, 
the American people have 
found themselves uncom­ 
fortably allied with a hoot 
of two-hit tyrants. They 
have been recruited into 
the U.S. bloc by the power 
brokers in Washington. 
Anastasio Somoza is the 
epitome of these petty ty­ 
rants - a bemedaled, beer- 
bellied potentate who has 


developed an epoxylike 
bond with Washington. He 
toes the U.S. line at the 
United Nations. He al­ 
lowed the CIA to use hia 
country aa the staging base 
for the Bay ofMgsinva- 
sion. He is the darting of 
the Pentagon. 
As the price for Socno- 
za's friendship, the United 
States has provided the 
economic and military 
•upport that has kept his 
family in power. This has 
brought about tha Ameri­ 
canisation of Anaataaio 
Somoia. He even spurns 
the Spanish language, 
preferring instead the 
American slang he learned 
as a student at West Point. 
He has become a foreigner 
in his own land. 
Somoza rules a country 
bedeviled by oppressive 
heat and humidity. The 
human birth rate is as high 
as the productivity is low. 
Most Nicaraguans are 
horn into poverty; they toil 
for some of the lowest 
wages in the Western hem­ 
isphere. The average 
hourly pay is barely 30 
cents. 
Yet their ruler la es­ 
tranged from them; more 
accurately, he has insu­ 
lated himself from their 
problems. He has a low 
opinion of his people and, 
Recording to one source, 
'doesn’t believe the coun­ 
try can be developed 
through the Nicaraguan 
People.* It is a disdain, 
Nicaraguans tell us, that 
the people reciprocate. 
The decision to support 
Somoza and other dicta­ 
tor* like him is a national 
disgrace and an abroga­ 
tion of America's historic 
commitment to champion» 
democracy throughout the! 


WASHINGTON - It’s now 10 
years since Teamsters' general 
president Frank Fitmimmens 
begin to ait comfortably in the 
big seat in Jimmy Hofb’s office 
in their marble palace down the 
street. Today, he and his 
colleagues are busier than 
centipedes stuck in a flypaper 
factory. The profundity of thto 
simile I soon will evidence.

Only Senate need vote 
on treaty, Bell says 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Atty. Gen. Griffin 
Bell argued today that the Carter ad­ 
ministration need not submit the Panama 
Canal treaty to the House as well as the 
Senate before the Panamanian government 
can be given control of the Canal Zone. 
Bril quoted U.S. Supreme Court opinions 
dating well into the last century and read 
from the original debates at the con­ 
stitutional convention in 1787 to counter 
claims of treaty opponents that only the full 
Congress — including the House — can 
approve the cession of U.S. territory. 
The pending treaty would cede the 10- 
mile-wide U.S. Canal Zone to the Republic 
of Panama and turn the canal itself over to 
Panamanian ownership and control in the 
year 2000. 
The Home will be asked to pass specific 
legislation implementing the treaty, in­ 
cluding bills to organize a new Panama 
Canal Commission and to adjust the 
jurisdiction of U.S. courts and law en­ 
forcement during the 50-month transition 
period called for in the treaty. 
Bell and the present U.S. ambassador to 
Panama, William J. Jorden, testified before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee. 
Jordsn said the Uniled States cannot best 
achieve its goal of maintaining the canal 


open, efficient, safe and neutral by being 
“inflexible and bullheaded” and by adop­ 
ting “simplistic formulas like ‘it’s ours and 
we’re going to keep it.’” 
“No waterway or road, no military base 
or business, can long remain open and ef­ 
ficient if it is surrounded by a sea of public 
hostility and resentment,” the ambassador 
said. 


Jorden said the issue of the Canal Zone 
unifies the Panamanian people like no 
other. 
“You will find that whether they are rich 
or poor, city men or campesinos, university 
graduates or day laborers, they are as one 
in their dream of a Panama that is unified 
and sovereign, a country that is no longer 
divided in half by a foreign enclave,” the 
ambassador said. 


He said the main issue is not the canal but 
rather the Canal Zone. 
“It is an area over which Panama — the 
country in which it is located — has abso­ 
lutely no control of any kind,” he said. “If a 
Panamanian is caught speeding or is in­ 
volved in an accident, he gets a ticket from 
a foreign policeman. If the offense is serious 
enough, he is tried in a foreign court, under 
a foreign code of laws. ”

He stands today with 
the shattered dream of a 20-year 
effort. He ia paying off a nearly 
$100,000 debt as the direct result 
of a firebombing and then a 
dynamite bombing of his new 
supermarket. 
And as Waybne Long looks 
around, he sees little effective 
action being taken by law en­ 
forcement agencies to ap­ 
prehend the person or persons 
who contracted with organized 
crime elements to put him out of 
business. 
Long’s story began in «0. At 
that time, be purchased a small 
neighborhood supermarket in 
Desloge from his father.Thirteen 
years later, it was paid for; 
Long was ready to expand. 
He leased a large building just 
off Highway 67 in Bonne Terre, 
about 60 miles south of St. Louis. 
Fourty years old at the time, 
Long began what he, his father, 
his wife, and five children had 
planned for more than a 
generation-operation of a major 
supermarket 
By June 13, Long’s Bonne 
Terre operation was firebombed 
in the early morning hours. He 


closed his door for about five 
weeks to make repairs, even­ 
tually losing about 20,000 above 
what his insurance reimbursed. 
Local 
and 
federal 
in­ 
vestigators turned up nothing. 
Long feared it would occur 
again. 
But by November Ms business 
was back in full swing. On the 
12th day of that month, again the 
early morning hours, police 
extimated that ISO sticks of 
dynamite were exploded against 
one of the outside walls of the 
supermarket, 
strategically 
placed opposite a steel safe on 
the inside Flying debris and 
steel destroyed the building and 
its contents. 
The 
dynamite-bombing 
caught Long at a time when his 
inventory had been increased 
substantially for the holiday 
season. This time around, more 
than $70,000 of Long’s losses 
were not covered by insurance. 
Federal investigators moved 
in. The bombing obviously was 
the work of professionals. Long 
had not been threatened. He had 
no labor problems. No one had 
offered to buy. His records 
proved he was making a profit 
and his business was growing 
substantially. There was no 
indication whatever of any 
reason for insurance fraud, so

that motive was ruled out early. 
The owner of the building also 
was cleared. 
Federal sources say the 
motive 
eventually 
was 
narrowed to business com­ 
petition. 
Acting on information from an 
informant, 
federal 
in­ 
vestigators 
made their only 
arrests in the case some 18 
months after the second bom­ 
bing. 
Ray Edward Warden and 
Gabriel Tyrone Weatherspoon 
were charged with bombing and 
conspiracy. The two also were 
accused of stealing 500 pounds of 
dynamite form the Georgia 
Marble Co. in Jefferson County. 
Weatherspoon turned state’s 
evidence. His charges were 
reduced to one count in ex­ 
change for testimony against 
Warden. The U.S. attorney’s 
officeals 
agreed to prove 
Weatherspoon with a new 
identity when finally released 
from a federal penetentiary, 
where he’s serving a five-year 
sentence, under protection. 
Fred Buckles, an assistant 
U.S. attorney in St. Louis, 
recently told The Tribune there 
was and is no doubt in the minds 
of federal prosecutors that the 
Long bombing was a contract- 
that Warden and Weatherspoon 
were hired by unnamed parties. 
Federal sources outside the 
U.S. attorney's office add that 
Weatherspoon was hired by 
Warden to assist in the dynamite 
theft 
and 
the 
bombing. 
Weatherspoon rode with Warden 
the night he collected payment. 
Weatherspoon federal sources 
say, had identified the house 
Warden 
entered, although 
Weatherspoon was not present 
when the money changed hands. 
The key, then to the federal 
investigation was Warden. 
Interviewed recently by The 
Tribune at the state prison in 
Moberly, 
Warden confirmed 
that the bombing was a con­ 
tract. He said he had no idea 
who Long was, “I had nothing 
against the guy,” Warden said. 
"It was not a personal. It was 
business.” 
And Warden hastened to add 
|hat he had nothing to do with 
the initial firebombing of Long’s 
supermarket, 
the crime on 
which no arrests have been 
made. 
But now, as in the past, 
Warden is not saying who paid 
for the dynamite-bomboing. 
Federal prosecutors concede 
they 
considered 
granting 
Warden immunity and forcing 
him to identify who contracted 
forhebombing But clearly, they 
wanted Warden in jail for the 
crime. 
"At the time, we also had four 
or five cards in our hand that 
could have led to further 
prosecution,” Buckles said. But 
by the time the hand had been 
played out. Warden had been 
sentenced and the first chance 
for an immunity proceeding had 
passed the federal prosecutors 
by. Then each play of the "four 
or five" cards redulted in a bust. 
Today, federal prosecutors 
say that the case is open still and 
that efforts continue to ap­ 
prehend the person or persons 
who contracted for the Long 
bombing. 
But Buckles also 
concedes that no one from his 
office has talked with Warden 
since he was sent to state prison. 
There were other federal 
miscalculations. The hoped for a 
maximum sentence to be levied 
against Warden after he entered 
pleas of guilty. They felt a long 
prison sentence would make 
Warden willing to talk at a later 
time in return for recom­ 
mendations for an early parole. 
But Warden received sen­ 
tences totaling 15 years. During 
federal prodeedings, Warden 
also pleaded guilty to a state 
charge for an armed robbery of 
a Bonne Terre jewelry store. On 
that charge, he received a state 
sentence of 10 years. Federal 
Judge John Reagan recom­ 
mended that the time Warden 
spent in state prisons would also 
count against his federal time. 
Warden will be eligible this 
year for state parole.

NEW YORK (AP) - The 
way it looked on national tele­ 
vision, it was all over after the 
12th round As many as 50 mil­ 
lion people in the TV audience 
knew Earnie Shavers would 
k*e. Muhammad Ali said he 
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knew it. 
Then, 
why didn’t Shavers 
know it? 
“ I thought I was ahead. My 
corner told me I was ahead,” 
Shavers said after losing his 
only shot at the world heavy­ 
weight title in a 15-round deci­ 
sion to Ali Thursday night at 
Mattison Square Garden. 
“I threw a couple of pretty 
good shots, but I didn’t hit him 
real hard. I was trying to save 
myself,” 
said 
Shavers. 
“ I 
didn’t go after him because I 
thought he might have been 
faking it.” 
The simple fact of the m atter 
was that after the 12th. the TV 
audience had been informed by 
NBC — which was revealing 
the referee's and judges’ deci­ 
sion round-by-round — that Ali 
had eight check-marks on his 
side of the caard. Shavers’ only 
chance was a knockout. 
Over on Ali’s side of the ring, 
they were keeping track. Train­ 
er Angelo Dundee had arranged 
with Eddie Hrica, a Baltimore- 
area fight promoter, to shuttle 
between the dressing room TV 
set and ringside to keep tabs on 
how things were going.

Four small towns, led by 
Worcester, Vt., sued the federal 
Economic Development Admin­ 
istration because they claimed 
they were being excluded from 
aid under the $4 billion public 
works job program. The four 
towns won a 9525,000 settlement 
in federal court 
—Jerald Peters, part-time 
mayor of Sault Ste. Marie, 
Mich., says he faces the pros­ 
pect of managing a town with 
unemployment 
problems 
as 
serious as the worst of Ameri­ 
can slums. The city's imme­ 
diate job crisis, he says, is 
largely due to the Carter ad­ 
ministration’s decision to close 
down nearby Kincheloe Air 
Force Base, the area’s most 
important employer, in Septem­ 
ber. 
"We expect a 40 per cent 
unemployment rate after the 
closing. The prospects have

have often proved cataclysmic 
to smaller towns: a factory 
shutting down, a new shopping 
mall opening nearby, or a fed­ 
eral grant lost because the city 
manager didn’t know about it. 
Some small cities are grow­ 
ing too fast and don’t have the 
know-how to plan for it. Others 
are shrinking, losing population 
and jobs, and gaining older and 
poor«' people requiring higher 
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levels of government spending 
to sustain them. Still others 
have mayors end managers 
teat loee federal and state eld 
because they don’t have the ex­ 
pertise to comply with complex 
end often expensive grant regu­ 
lations. 
In the pest year, the National 
League 
of Cities 
surveyed 
smaller cities to find out their 
mo* serious problems. The re­ 
sponses, in order, were: in­ 
ability to me* requirements of 
federal applications and pro­ 
grams; budget problems; wa­ 
ter storage and treatment; 
growfh and land me planning; 
housing; 
law 
enforcement; 
stagnant tax base; lack of com­ 
munication between city and 
citizens; sewage treatment, and 
state laws that infringe on city 
interests. 
Some, like Lynn, Mass., are 
showing all the symptoms of 
larger, declining central cities. 
With a declining population, a 
decaying downtown area and a 
property tax rate that has 
, tripled since 1970, “We’re going 
to have some financial failures 
before this is all over and Lynn 
is definitely a prime candi­ 
date,’’ says one Massachusetts 
state official who asked not to 
be identified. 
A thriving medium-sized in­ 
dustrial town before World War 
II, Lynn was the nation's shoe­ 
maker, with 103 factories. It 
now has two factories and 
about 100 empty loft buildings 
scarring its downtown. The rest 
of those factories were forced 
out of business by foreign com­ 
petition 
"Small towns that were just 
potato fields are turning into 
central cities. The range of re­ 
sponsibilities for officials of 
these cities is much greater 
than it was," says Dr. George 
Sternlieb of Rutgers University, 
an expert in the problems of 
small cities. 
Sternlieb says the smaller 
cities located in big metropoli­ 
tan areas generally are the 
worst off. 
"The age of the shopping cen­ 
ter is killing those towns. There 
has been a decline in their eco­ 
nomic function. On the other 
hand, a small city in the 
prairie maintains its market 
role as a retail center,” he 
says. 
Plainfield, N.J., illustrates 
his point. Tepper s, a 109-year 
old local department store, 
went out of business a few 
months ago. In general, the 
city's 
downtown 
has 
had 


trouble hiring »happen for 
years. Most people prefer to 
•hop on i nearby highway 
packed with convenience stores 
and shopping plazas. 
On the other hand, many 
Midwestern prairie town» are 
suffering the urban ill known as - 
redlining, an affliction normally 
associated with big-city slums. 
Redlining is when banks and 
other lenders refuse to invest 
money in an area they think is 
declining, thereby hastening the 
decline. 
"Disinvestment is not solely 
an urban phenomenon. Rural 
America is subject to foe same 
process with probably the same 
effects,’’ says a 1976 study of 
housing 
and 
business 
in­ 
vestment patterns in Nebraska 
by the University of Nebraska’s 
Cent«* for Applied Urban Re­ 
search. 
The study found that "com­ 
munities throughout Nebraska 
with populations under 1,000 
and without a savings and loan 
association close by have the 
most difficulty.” Home mort­ 
gage seekers in smaller towns 
are often required to pay high­ 
er interest rates, pay the loans 
back sooner and make larger 
down payments, or aren’t given 
loans at all. 
Even communties like Napl­ 
es, Maine, are not immune 
from 
problems 
like 
over­ 
crowded schools. Nancy Bush- 
ell, one of three selectmen on 
the local council in this town of 
1.800 says an influx of poorer 
people moved into new homes 
built with federally backed 
mortgages in the early 1970s. 
As a result the tiny elementa­ 
ry and junior high school "is 
bulging," she says, and classes 
have had 
to 
be 
held in 
churches, armories and hall­ 
ways. More than $500,000 of the 
city's $650,000 budget is taken 
up by schools. 
In desperation, the commu­ 
nity which lies on Sebago Lake 
north of Portland placed a mor­ 
atorium on all new housing con­ 
struction two years ago. The 
new housing ban was lifted this 
year but Naples, like other 
Maine towns, remains nervous 
over the consequences of un­ 
wanted rapid growth. 
They are worried, says Maine 
Municipal Association executive 
director John L. Salisbury, over 
“those who arrive who want, or 
think they want, the amenities 
of a rural life. But when they 
come, it means they need all 
the expensive services: sewers, 


schools, sidewalks, tbs works.” 
Longer-term economic forces 
are at work in other small 
cities like Ashland, Wis. In the 
early 1950s, the town located on 
the shore of Lake Superior had 
more than 20,000 people and 
prospered with the Greet Lakes 
shipping, mining and timber in­ 
dustries. With most at that re­ 
gional business depressed, Ash­ 
land’s population is down to 
less than 10,000. It has a chroni­ 
cally high unemployment rate 
and is trying desperately to 
lure summer tourists to its 


scenic location. 
The average Ashland resident 
makes only 17,000 a year but 
mu* pay high local taxas be­ 
cause, although the population 
it low, it is a sprawling com­ 
munity and municipal services 
are expensive. 
"This has been a neglected 
community for years,” says 90- 
year-old mayor Bruce A. Hen­ 
drickson. "The problems we 
are dealing with are reflective 
of those of small cities around 
the coLMtry.”

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- The Senate 
Finance Committee agreed today to require 
that the federal minimum wage be paid 
under state programs designed to force 
welfare recipients to earn their benefits. 


In approving the "workfare” provision 
Thursday on an 8-3 vote, the committee had 
agreed to allow either the local prevailing 
w age or the state m inimum wage, 
whichever is higher 


But Sen. Russell B Long, DLa , chairman 
of the panel, proposed today that the federal 
minimum wage be paid. 
Sen. Carl T. Curtis, RNrb., objected, 
contending that state officials who operate 
the welfare job programs are not inhuman. 


"Well, I don’t like to be called inhuman 
myself,” Long replied, and the committee 
approved his proposed change. 
The committee approved the workfare or 
"work-off” project as part of a package of 
changes in the welfare laws 
Under that proposal, state or 
local 
welfare officials would be allowed to 
require adults receiving aid under the huge 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
program to pay for their benefits by 
working at a variety of jobs. These could 
range from cleaning up parks and public 
facilities to helping in public child-care 
centers 
All such jobs would have to meet health 
and safety standards, the provision says. 


and would have to serve a useful purpose. 
Localities could not use welfare recipients 
in jobs that would displace other workers 
doing jobs at normal wages, according to 
the welfare provision 
The AFDC program provides money to 
support 
mothers and, 
in some cases, 
unemployed fathers, of dependent children 
Backers 
of 
the 
"work 
off" 
proposal 
estimate there could be as many as two 
million recipient adults who could be put to 
work by the provision if every state were to 
adopt it. 
Backers of the proposal say the idea of the 
plan is to get welfare recipients into the 
habit of working. 
But the provision was sharply criticized 


by welfare organizations and is opposed by 
the Carter administration, which blocked 
an effort to tie the package to a measure 
aimed at bailing out the financially troubled 
Social Security system. 
Leonard Lesser of the Center for Com­ 
munity Change said welfare recipients 
shouldn’t be forced to take such jobs 
"Just because they happen to be poor, 
they shouldn't be treated like second-class 
citizens They should be given jobs at the 
same wage as anyone else," he said. 
The administration opposes the provision 
partly because of fears the jobs offered to 
AFDC recipients would be of little lasting 
value and because the plan contains no 
provisions for meaningful job training.

power, heat and fallout This means the 
bomb can kill people while causing little 
damage to buildings 


The warhead is designed to replace the 
approximately 7,000 nuclear warheads now 
deployed in Europe 
Carter has not announced whether he 
intends to approve production of the con­ 
troversial weapon, but he did ask for the 
authorization that both houses have now 
granted 
The key House vote came on an amen­ 
dment by Rep Ted W eiss, D + N Y The 
amendment would have blocked Energy 
Research and Development Administration 
money from being used for the neutron 
bomb But the amendment was defeated 297 
to 109 
Weiss and his supporters said the neutron

director of the Division of Cancer Treat­ 
ment of the National Cancer Institute The 
Institute and American Cancer Society are 
sponsoring the conference 


"Now we have the tools" to apply similar 
techniques to more common cancers, such 
as the breast and colon. Dr De Vita said 


He said it is too early to tell if drugs plus 
surgery 
will have the same beneficial 
impact on breast cancers 
"Believers in drugs have used the word 
cured We are using it more often now 
Some people are living as long as those who 
had no cancer."

More On a Tin-Medal Tyrant

WASHINGTON — This is 
another report on the pri­ 
vate world of Anastasio 
Somoza, the vainglorious 
dictator who runs Nicara­ 
gua like a private estate. 
We have dubbed him the 
Idi Amin of Latin America. 
Somoza is caught up in 
the vision of hit own gran­ 
deur He is a tin-medal 
tyrant of unmilitary bear­ 
ing, who loves to dress like 
a military peacock and 
adorn himself with sashes 
and medals. 
He is not as heroic, how­ 
ever, as the medals would 
attest He prefers to speak 
to his subjects, for exam­ 
ple, from the safety of a 
bulletproof booth inside a 
three-sided, steel-plated 
shed, surrounded by a 
fence 
The bulletproof 
glass grossly distorts his 
owlish, ogling face. 
In the tradition of his 
dictator father, Somoza 
uses his power to bleed his 
people. This m assive 
transfusion has enriched 
his own bloodstream; he 
has amassed a personal 
fortune that runs into the 
hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars. 
He uses the political ma­ 
chinery to keep his people 
in line No one, for exam­ 
ple, is permitted to hold a 
government Job unless he 
is a member of Somoza’s 
political party, the Nation­ 
alist liberal Party. 
As evidence of their po­ 
litical allegiance, party 
members carry a member­ 
ship card widely known as 


*La Kosadita,* or the little 
pink card. The more irre­ 
verent call it 'La Magnifi- 
ca,' after the prayer card 
which Catholics carry as 
protection from unknown 
dangers. 
La Rosadita is the key to 
government employment. 
Ministers and managers, 
truck drivers and garbage 
collectors alike must pro­ 
duce their little pink card 
before they are put on the 
government payroll. 
Under the Somoza sys­ 
tem, the obligations of a 
public servant are unique 
They are expected in addi­ 
tion to their governmental 
duties to attend Somoza’s 
parades and speeches and 
to hail their chief with 
compulsory cheers. In the 
past, they were actually 
required to report to their 
places of employment and 
punch time clocks before a 
parade Then they were 
bused or trucked like cattle 
to the appointed location. 
Government employees 
must also kick back part of 
their pay to finance the 
party Kach payday, five 
percent of their gross sal­ 
ary is automatically 
deducted from their pay­ 
checks for party dues. The 
money is used to pay for 
rallies, parties and any­ 
thing else Somoza chooses 
to charge to the party 
A decade ago, while 
Somoza’s brother Luis was 
president, the government 
was reorganized into a sys­ 
tem strikingly similar to 
the communist system the

Somozas denounce. Hun­ 
dreds of 'cantons' were 
created at the local level, 
giving the Somozas a 
tighter grip on the popu- 
l a c e d o w n t o t h e 
grassroots. 
The canton leaders are 
expected to know everyone 
in their Jurisdictions. Al­ 
most all government ser­ 
vices - roads, schools, per­ 
mits, licenses - are admin- 
istered through the 
cantons. Thus it is im­ 
pressed upon the peasants 
that if they expected to live 
a trouble-free life, they 
must jump when the gov­ 
ernment so orders. 
So today, when Somoza 
needs a large crowd to 
cheer him, he merely 
passes the word and the 
local leader rounds up the 
required number of bodies. 
As an inducement, Somoza 
turns on the party money 
valve an d a flow of cash 
trickles dow n to the can­ 
tons. 
The canton leaders, of 
course, help themselves to 
the biggest share. But all 
the way down the line, the 
other organizers take their 
cuts. There is little left for 
the peasants who pour out 
of the buses. Usually, each 
peasant is presented with a 
little banner to wave and a 
glass of "guaro” - rotgut 
liquor produced by the gov­ 
ernment — to wash away 
his doubts and ease his 
burdens 
Som e readers may ask 
why we would spend five 
m onths investigating an 
o bscure dictator of no con­ 
sequence beyond his own 
borders. In recent years, 
the American people have 
found themselves uncom­ 
fortably allied with a host 
of two-bit tyrants They 
have been recruited into 
the U.S. bloc by the power 
brokers in Washington 
Anastasio Somoza is the 
epitome of these petty ty­ 
rants - a bemedaled, beer- 
bellied potentate who has 


developed an epoxylike 
bond with Washington. He 
toes the U.S. line at the 
United Nations. He al­ 
lowed the CIA to use his 
country as the staging base 
for the Bay of Pigs inva­ 
sion. He is the darling of 
the Pentagon. 
As the price for Sorno- 
ta ’s friendship, the United 
States has provided the 
economic and military 
support that has kept his 
family in power. This has 
brought about the Ameri­ 
canisation of Anastasio 
Somoza He even spurns 
the Spanish language, 
preferring instead the 
American slang he learned 
as a student at West Point. 
He has become a foreigner 
In his own land. 
Somoza rules a country 
bedeviled by oppreasive 
heat and humidity. The 
human birth rate is as high 
as the productivity is low. 
Most Nicsrsguans are 
bom Into poverty; they toil 
for some of the lowest 
wages in the Western hem­ 
isphere. The average 
hourly pay is barely 30 
cents. 
Yet their ruler is es­ 
tranged from them; more 
accurately, he has insu­ 
lated himself from their 
problems. He has a low 
opinion of his people and, 
according to one source, 
'doesn’t believe the coun­ 
try can be developed 
through the Nicaraguan 
people * It is a disdain, 
Nicaraguans tell us, that 
the people reciprocate. 
The decision to support 
Somoza and other dicta­ 
tors like him is a national 
disgrace and an abroga­ 
tion of America's historic 
commitment to champion 
democracy throughout the 
world.

Year of the Spotlight: Scores of 
Probes. Inner Revolts Outside 
Defections 
Rip T eam sters’ 
Brotherhood 
WASHINGTON - II I now 10 
years since Teamsters' general 
president Frank Fitzsimmons 
began to sit comfortably in the 
big seat in Jimmy Hoffa's office 
in their marble palace down the 
street. Today, he and his 
colleagues 
are 
busier 
than 
centipedes stuck in a flypaper 
factory The profundity of this 
simile I soon will evidence. 
Never has one union been such 
a concentrated target of so 
many 
investigations 
and 
revolts But there's more here 
than the Pilgrim s Progress of 
the oft irascible Fitzsimmons 
who believes that the media is 
responsible for all his and his 
Brotherhood's troubles. 
The probes, national, state 
and local, and the rebellions 
against the union hierarchy, 
inside and out, may splinter the 
massive organization and thus 
grind much of this nation's in­ 
dustrialism and warehousing to 
a turtle's pace in a year or so 
more 
Federal 
authorities 
report 
there are at least “40 or 50” 
ongoing investigations into the 
Brotherhood and many of its 
funds and activities "of all 
sorts" - by the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, 
local 
and county prosecutors, various 
sections of the Labor Depart­ 
ment, several Justice Depar­ 
tment anti-crime strike forces, a 
special Criminal Division unit, 
"m any” IRS teams, the FBI,

Bodies of GIs to leave Hanoi 


HANOI, Vietnam (A P) — In the glare and sweltering heat of 


Vietnam s afternoon sun American soldiers and sailors today 
lifted the remains of 21 American servicemen and a civilian into 
the belly of a m ilitary cargo plane that would take them home for 
the last time. 
Trie servicemen had died during the Vietnam war that ended in 


April 1975 and their remains were being turned over to the United 
States after long negotiation by the Vietnamese Communists. 
After the brief ceremony, Vu Hoang of the Vietnamese Foreign 


Ministry said: “ We have cooperated closely on these hu­ 
manitarian matters. We need to settle the past perfectly, so we 
can have good and sound basis for establishing normal relations 
between the two countries.” 
Hie Joint mission of the U.S. Defense and State departments 


was the fifth to Hanoi to accept the remains of Americans killed 
in the Indochina war. 
Sixteen of the small, black, metal boxes loaded aboard the U.S.

armed with a grenade and pistol, wanted to broadcast a message 
over Radio Europe No. 1 and Radio Monte Carlo and threatened 
to execute a passenger if the request was not granted.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Atty Gen Griffin 
Bell argued today that the Carter ad­ 
ministration need not subm it the Panam a 
Canal treaty to the House as well as the 
Senate before the Panam anian governm ent 
can be given control of the Canal Zone 
Bell quoted U.S. Supreme Court opinions 
dating well into the last century and read 
from the original debates at the con­ 
stitutional convention in 1787 to counter 
claim s of treaty opponents that only the full 
Congress — including the House — can 
approve the cession of U.S. territory. 
The pending treaty would cede the 10- 
mile-wide U.S. Canal Zone to the Republic 
of Panam a and turn the canal itself over to 
Panam anian ownership and control in the 
year 2000 
The House will be asked to pass specific 
legislation im plem enting the treaty, in­ 
cluding bills to organize a new Panam a 
Canal 
Com mission 
and 
to 
adjust

Bell and the present U S am bassador to 
Panam a, W illiam J. Jorden. testified before 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com m ittee 
Jorden said the United S tates cannot best 
achieve its goal of m aintaining the canal 


open, efficient, safe and neutral by being 
“ inflexible and bullheaded” and by adop­ 
ting “sim plistic form ulas like ‘it's ours and 
w e’re going to keep it .'” 
“ No waterway or road, no m ilitary base 
or business, can long rem ain open and ef­ 
ficient if it is surrounded by a sea of public 
hostility and resentm ent," the am bassador 
said. 


Jorden said the issue of the Canal Zone 
unifies the Panam anian people like no 
other. 
“You will find that whether they are rich 
or poor, city men or cam pesinos, university 
graduates or day laborers, they are as one 
in their dream of a Panam a that is unified 
and sovereign, a country that is no longer 
divided in half by a foreign en clave,” the 
am bassador said. 


He said the main issue is not the canal but 
rather the Canal Zone 
“ It is an area over which Panam a — the 
country in which it is located — has abso­

DESOLAGE —Wayne Long is a 
victim 
of 
crim e 
against 
property. He stands today with 
the shattered dream of a 20-year 
effort. He is paying off a nearly 
$100,000 debt as the direct result 
of a firebombing and then a 
dynamite bombing of his new 
supermarket. 
And as Waybne Long looks 
around, he sees little effective 
action being taken by law en­ 
forcem ent agencies to ap­ 
prehend the person or persons 
who contracted with organized 
crime elements to put him out of 
business. 
Long’s story began in i960 At 
that time, he purchased a small 
neighborhood supermarket in 
Desloge from his father Thirteen 
years later, it was paid for; 
Long was ready to expand. 
He leased a large building just 
off Highway 67 in Bonne Terre, 
about 60 miles south of St. Louis. 
Fourty years old at the time. 
Long began what he, his father, 
his wife, and five children had 
planned 
for 
more than a 
generation-operation of a major 
supermarket. 
By June 13, Long's Bonne 
Terre operation was firebombed 
in the early morning hours He 


closed his door for about five 
weeks to make repairs, even­ 
tually losing about 20,000 above 
what his insurance reimbursed. 
Local 
and 
federal 
in­ 
vestigators turned up nothing. 
Long feared it would occur 
again. 
But by November his business 
was back in full swing. On the 
12th day of that month, again the 
early morning hours, police 
extimated that 150 sticks of 
dynamite were exploded against 
one of the outside walls of the 
superm arket, 
strategically 
placed opposite a steel safe on 
the inside Flying debris and 
steel destroyed the building and 
its contents. 
The 
dynam ite-bom b in g 
caught Long at a time when his 
inventory had been increased 
substantially for the holiday 
season. This time around, more 
than $70,000 of Long’s losses 
were not covered by insurance. 
Federal investigators moved 
in. The bombing obviously was 
the work of professionals. Long 
had not been threatened. He had 
no labor problems. No one had 
offered to buy. His records 
proved he was making a profit 
and his business was growing 
substantially.
